The review of the Hying Hqutidron by 
the Qneeii, it is announced, hag lieen 
postponed until Wednesday. Nothing 
definite as to the time of the start or the 
destination of the squadron is yet known. 
The mornin<;; papers state that Adiniriil 
Drake takes niaj)s of the Atlantic sta- 
tions, but that this is always donts when 
the fleet starts on any cruise, and im- 
plies nothing. 

The Chronicle, in an editorial, re- 
joices over the news of the Binning of 
the liebring gea treaty as an event of 
happy omen, proving that reason still 
sways the Anglo-American relations. 
It asks wiiy the Venezuelan question 
Ciinn'ot be treated similarly, and says: 
" Wo can see nothing in the Davis ri.'so- 
lution which did not exist in the etirlier 
form of tbe doctrine and wddch prevents 
the arbitrtition of Venezuela." The 
Chroriiide thinks tbtit Etirope will lose 
subsfiintiidly nothing by America's as- 
sumiition of a doctrine involving such 
heavy resiioneibilities.

Grand Palavev in the Square of Coo- 
iiiassie— British Commander 
Well Received. 



Kiiigr Frempeli and Some of His Re- 
latives to Be Held as 
Hostagres. 



Coo.MA.ssiE, iJiin. 20. — The grand pal- 
aver took place to-day. Sir Francis 
Scott, commander of the British expedi- 
tion, and his stafT were seated in a semi- 
circle in the town square, which waa 
lined v/ith troops. The Ashantee chiefs 
then paraded and King Premphe de- 
scended from his stool and shook hands 
with Sir Francis. The King was in- 
foniied that he must clear the streets 
tiiul keep the populace quiet. King 
Prempeh and his chiefs then retired and 
tbe Queen's mother arrived and saluted 
Sir Francis Scott. The people were 
quiet. 

It is stated that King Prempeh was 
stupiiied with drugged food during the 
palaver. Evidently he is only a puppet 
in the hands of his advisers. The troops 
have destroyed tiie sacrificial groves 
wjiich were found to be full of bones 
and skulls of human beings. The Ash- 
antees are in a truculent mood and re- 
main iiround the palace, but there is no 
disorder. The artillery, which has been 
stationed in the chief siinares, overawes 
them. The town is only a collection of 
huts. The troiqis are arranging for a 
cricktd, match. 

Lo.NDoN, Jiin. 20. — The government of 
Cape Coast Coloin' has ctibled that be 
intends to bring King I'renipeh and 
sonieof his neaiest relatives from Coom- 
assie to Cape Coast Castle, pending the 
settlement of the indemnity which Great 
Britain demands from Ashantee as a 
result of sending the Itritish expedition 
to tlie capital of that country.

WASniNGTO.s, .Ian. 20.— Tiie Venezue- 
lan commission has invited the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and of Venezuela 
to submit to it all of the evidence in 
their possession to further the work of 
the commission, to be reiiresented be- 
fore it by attorneys, and all of this with 
tbe reservation that such reiiresentation 
and api)earance shall not bo deemed in 
abandonment of any rights or position 
lioretofore assumed. It has done this in | 
order that tlie proceedings of tbe com- 1 
mission may not be said to be ex parte, | 
that the truth may apjjear, and that ! 
titna may be saved in the inquiry. The 
invitation goes in the shape of a letter to 
Secretary Olney, who has mi.de re- 
sponse, saying that he has trans- 
mitted a copy of the commission's views 
to the two governments concernefl. 
These filets came out iU'ler the meeting 
of the commission to-day, idthougli the 
letter waa drawn up and sent to the 
Secretary of Stale at its last meeting, on 
Wednesday, .Taiiuary 15. Meanwhile 
the commission will proceed with the 
original lino of inciuiry, whir.'h promises 
to be a slow and difficidt task, trusting 
to llie abridgement of the jiroceedings 
later on by the production of evidence 
by both parlies :ind the appearance of 
atttn-neys, wluin tlu! proceedinL'S nitiy tit 
once take on the form of a judicial trial, 
and the atlainnient of a conclusion bo 
corresponding!

tliein, proljably wiien tlie present sup()ly 
of beef is somewhat reduced. 

Eobert Neab and others have strung a 
boom on.the South Fork river and are 
running down lumber for the manufac- 
ture of shacks and shingles in anticipa- 
tion of the building requirements of 
next season. John 3. Mason has been 
skidding lo.;s from the hilltop near the 
town for house building and is also 
making shingles. 

J. E. llessen and Sam Prior have 
liuilt a cabin on the hilltop aliout mid- 
way between the Xortli and Soutli 
l''orks, and are running a drift. Tliis is 
a somewhat elevatetl position but they 
have got somegood si)ecimenH. It nuiy 
truly be said that gold is where you find 

it. 

The Breckenridge claim owned l)y 
Joseph Moore and .!.(;;. Breckenridge, 
near (iiiesnelle lake, is looking well. 
They have sunk three shafts about lifty 
feet deep, and are about to run adrift 
about one liundred feet. Thev have 
good pay so far. 

John McTanah, better known as "Pea 
Vine," and James Franchette have been 
ground sluicing at Kose (inlch on the 
South Fork, antl tlie results have Ijeen 
such as to warrant them vigorously 
whipsawing lumber for the flumes ami 
sluices necessary lor more extended oj)- 
erations. One remarked of them that 
they had made some good " clean-ups." 

James Meathers bus got his fiupjilies 
in for the winter, and may therefore be 
expected to push on witli liis drifting 
claim near Spanish creek. When a 
friend who chanced to call upon him 
tried a pan of dirt taken at random, it 
yielded several dollars. This is no doubt 
a good claim. 

McGregor, O'Neill and Cummnskey 
are still delving away on their Spanish 
creek ground, and are well satisfied with 
their prosuects. 

Mr. Helgersen, who has a i:laim on 
Goose creek, left recently for the lower 
country, but his son ami Mr. llewettare 
busy preparing lumber for sluices, etc. 
They have already sunk a shaft 25 or 30 
feet deep, which appears to have given 
favorable indii'ations. 

H. Black and Sam I'hneryare running 
a drive on Keithley creek looking for a 
back ciiannel, the existence of which is 
probable judging from surface ap- 
pearances.

Many mor(^ old-timers in that upper 
region — Keithley and Harvey (n-eeks — 
have lieeii putting in a good time and 
are in a cheerful mood. Some of them 
liavo been erecting a new waterwheel, in 
which our (dd townsnuin, Andy Birrell, 
has lieen assisting bv his carpentering 
skill. 

.lohn (iordon left a week or two ago 
for the Clearwater district, bearing the 
necessary equipments of new picks, 
shovels, grub, etc., and may soon bo 
heard from, as he expects to makeagood 
strike. 

Mr. Mc.\ihuii, who is at- i)resent run- 
ning a saw mill at the .Mission, near 
Williams lake, ])ai(I a Hying visit, hav- 
ing in vi(;w the idea of shortly bringing 
his mill to the Forks before tlu? winter's 
sleighing is over, lie is likely to locate 
on the North I'ork river a little above 
the town. 

Kumors are afloat that a new butcher 
will shortly commence business in an- 
ticipation of tbe coming requirements, 
in fact business men are all looking this 
way. 

Trappers arc bringing in furs In con- 
siderable ((uantity. Marten and beaver 
are said to be much mdre plentiful now 
than they have been for many years. 
Several bighorns have also been taken in 
the neighborhood of (Juesnelle lake. 

F. Britton has left for l.W-Miie House 
to take charge of some of the (extensive 
plant being brought up for the ^hiin 
(.iuesnello Gold Dredging and Mining 
Co., of which Mr. Fadei- is general sujier- 
intendent. They have a(;<iuired leased 
of several miles of the '4nesnelle river. 

James Bain is away on his well-earned 
holiday and is taking in the balls and 
parties all down the main i-oad and at 
Clinton, Ashcroft, etc., where he is very 
jKjpular with the fair sex, and report 
says he may not return single. 

Petitions are being numerousljr signed 
addressed to the Chief Commissioner 
calling attention to the necessity for lib- 
eral appropriations for roads, bridges, 
trails, etc.. to meet tbe growing require- 
ments of the district.

FROM NELSOJJ DISTBICT.* - 

Mr. Hume Says the HaU Mines Smelter Is 
Dolag Even Better Tban 
Expected. 

Mr. J. Fred. Hume, M.P.P. (or the 

South Riding of West Kootenay, is at 
the e)riental, having arrived on Sunday 
for the approachinc session of the legis- 
lature. VVhen heleft Nelson on Friday 
the Hall Mines smelter had been in 
operation for a couule of days and work- 
ed so satisfactorily that although the 
capacity of the stack was only supposed 
to be a hundred tons a day, a hundred 
and lifty tons had been put through on 
the second day. The product is a matte 
running about fifty per cent, in 
cojjjjer and twenty-three ounces in sil- 
ver, besides some gold. The traniway 
from the mines to the smelter is deliver- 
ing ore at the bins at the rate of a him- 
dred tons a day, and already there are 
1,700 tons in "tlu! ore bins, with some 
0,000 on the dumj) at the mines ready 
for trans|)ortation as fast as the tram- 
way can haul it. There is talk of add- 
ing another waterjacket to the smelter 
in the spring. The company have about 
a hundred men steadily employed. 

At the Poorman mine fifteen men are 
taking out ore. The free milling ore will 
be imt through the stamp mill which 
will start up iigain in the sjiring, and it 
is lil;ely that the shipments will Ije sent 
to the ilali; Mines smelter. The " •!!» " 
Hydraulii; Co., two miles from the Poor- 
m:ui, have all their ditches ant! Humes 
rcadv to begin work in Ihe spring. At 
tbe I'Vu-n mine, (jn Hall creek, V2 miles 
s(jutli of Nelson, a stamp mill is going 
up. The ledge is a big une and runs ^DO 
to the ton in gold, so that large returns 
are expected. .V numberol' other mines 
are in process of development with good 
results. The Hall .Mines' smelter is gtit- 
ting iron ore from the Iron Hand on the 
Kaslo «& Slocan, and it has been found 
that under the extensive iron capping 
there is a fine vein of galena ore which 
runs 60 ounces in silver. 

Business in Nelson is lively and a large 
<|uantity of ore is being shipped out 
every day. The Pilot Bay smelter, on 
the "other side of tlu^ lake, is shii)ping 
one or two cars of bullion every day. 



UAME PllOTECTION. 

To THK Editoii: — As a farmer (and 
game preserver) I must protest against 
the tirade of :\Ir. K. F. Harrison, which 
appeared in the Colonist recently, di- 
rected against certain amendments uf 
the game act, suggested by the game 
protection association. He objects to 
tbe apiiointment of police authorized to 
1 search lor game sujiposeil to be illegally 
I killed, on i)uljlie or jjrivate i)roperty, 
and thinks tlnit these men on the least 
I suspicion might enter his bouse and 
! claim tbe right of search, forget t in'/ that 
to do so the policeman would first have 
to get a search warrant from hissnperior 
oflicer, and to give good reason for mak- 
ing the application. The right to exam- 
ine a man's game bag or his buggy does 
iKjt constitute a right to invade his 
house. 

Last year there was a universal com- 
nlaint on the part of fai-mers that their 
lands were over-run by sportsmen from 
Vi('toria and tluil there was no conveni- 
ent rem(;dy ; tUe i)roi)osed police would 
meet the case, ily own jiropertv was 
in former years a " happy hunting 
ground " for the i>ublic, who nevi'r 
thought of asking leave or license, but 
since the appointment of a local consta- 
!)le, the nuisance has entirely ceasetl. 
" K.L.H." also takes exception to the 
imi)osition of a snuiUgun license. From 
Ins distorted point of view, this anieiul- 
ment is sjiecially directed against the 
possession of a gun by the "poor far- 
mer." The association is advising a 
gun license, desired especially to jnit a 
stop to tbe carrying of guns by boys not 
legally old enough to have guns at all, 
and to prevent, as far as possible, the 
swarm iiii,' of roughs and hoodlnins ujiou 
private ])ro|)erty. 

Tbe objiH-tioii' against the clause pro- 
tecting l>irds on tbe roost is, I think, 
(piite nnnecespary, land birds of almost 
all kinds would lie on the roost by dark, 
and could iioi be seen for shooting pur- 
pose if they were not. The "poordu^k" 
does not sleep at night, much less roost, 
night is his feeding time, and he would 
sleep a great deal better during the day 
time, if the army of unlicensed pot- 
buMters and boys blazing away from the 
beacii at a ipiarter of a mile range with 
rifles would let tiim alone. For some 
lime past it has been in the minds of 
some of the association to frame an 
amendment which would put a great 
and substantial advantage into the 
hands of the farmer, but there have been 
certain ditiiculties in the way very hard 
to sea through, doubtless these will be 
overcome. 

Tbe association, F know toi- a fact, 
only too anxious to be on the best • 
t(u in8 with the farmers, and a little di 
interested examination of facts wi 
show that tiie association so far has done 
them no harm, and is quite prepared to 
do them a good turn in the "future— let 
the(!vent prove. " E, L. H." apparent- 
ly considers that tbe .'issociation is com- 
posed of pnrse-pr(uid individuals, nro- 
sumably too wealthy to care about tlie 
CO o|ieration of the ordinary mortal, 
while the fact is that membership cos's 
but ^1 per year; no one is (excluded wlio 
will pay this r-nm — farmers and artiziiiis 
are largely represented, and if Mr. Har- 
rison will add his dollar to the associa- 
tion's bank account it will be gratefully 
received. Fau.mek.

Indications Point to It as tlie Centre 
of a Gi'fat Wold 
Camp. 



Mr. Ross Thomson, of Rossland, who 
though still a very young man enjoys 
the distinction of being known as the 
])arent of the most promising and thriv- 
ing of British Columbia's young cities, 
is at present enjoying the hos])itality of 
the Hotel Driard. lie is a native of 
Bruce county, Ontario, and has spent 
the greater part of his life, since arriving 
at man's estate, in the Far West, where 
he was well known even before he pre- 
empted the site and gave his name to 
the town of Rossland. 

" J went into Trail Creek in bS'll," lie 
said in course of an interview yesterday . 
" At that time Trail Creek was merely a 
wild and inhospitable region, where a 
few prospectors lcej)t (ligt;ing away in 
hopes of liniliiig mines. The next year 
1 pre-(!mptcd the townsite, but 
I had to wait iVu- niore than two years be- 
fore I saw any ))rosi)ectof improvement. 
I'',vcn [hen things moved slowly. The 
Coeur d' .Mene and .Slocan miners whom 
the slump in silver bad almost ruined 
began to hunt for gold in the Trail Creek 
ledges. The War Fugle was opened up, 
and so was the Le Roi, and early in 1805 
it was discovered tliat both were 
amongst tbe richest gold mines the 
world has ever known. 

" At that time Rossland consisted of a 
few wooden shacks and log cabins, but 
within a year there has been a trans- 
formation. Kosslaiid is now a town of 
I!, 000 peoule. Jt has an excellent water 
supi)ly, an elect ric light ))lant, and two 
railroads are being built in to haul out 
the rich ores of the mines. Moreover, 
the Canadian Pacilic is bound to connect 
with I'lOs.sland by menus of a branch. 

"Last year Rossland iiaid duty on a 
i|uarter of a million dollars worth of 
goods imported liom the United States 
and this year tbe imports will amount 
to a million. Had the Canadian Pacific 
a brinch to Rossland most of this trade 
would come to Victoria or the big cities 
of the Eastern provinces. Besides, it 
would get part of the ore traffic. In 1895 
Trail Creek sbipped 20,000 tons of ore, 
but in 1S9C there is little doubt but five 
times this iiuantitv of ore will be jjro- 
iliiccd. 

" It is ti'uo that a smelter isnow being 
completed at the mouth of Trail creek 
on the Ciilumljia river, but this smelter 
can only handle a third of the ]>roduct 
of the camp." 

" Von look forward to great growth 
for Ros.slaud and Trail Creek?" was 
asked? 

''Being personally interested, I am 
naturally most sanguine of Rossland's 
future," was the reply. " But every 
mining exfjert and nnne operator so far 
who has visited the (iamn agree^ in de- 
claring that Trail Creek must develop 
into one of the richest and most per- 
manent gold mining camps in the world. 
If the mines develop as they have in 
189,'), in live years Rossland will have a 
population of 20,000 and will be i)ro- 
ducing .$10,0(10,001) annually in gold." 

'• What are our shi[)ping mines at 
jiresent? Tbe Le Koi, War Fagle, Josie, 
Honiestake, H. 10. Leo. the Cliff, Iron 
Mask, and when the railroad to 
Trail Landing is complete, as it 
will be ill 00 days, the Iron Horse, C'rown 
Point, the Kootenay and Columbia, the 
Virginia, the Nest lOgg, the Centre Star, 
the West Le Koi, the Eureka Consolidat- 
ed, the St. Flmo, and the Pilgrim will 
all be sliipiiers. This, 1 think, shows 
wonderful progress in a single year and 
justifies the hopes of those who fhiuk 
that British Columbia v.ill hav(^ the 
most prosperous golii mining eaniji in 
the world in five years."

N'icw YoitK, Jiiii. 20. — Tlio Woilii luis 
])ul)liHhecl tlio following: Ciijiu Town 
— Captain Tliaddear, a tnivoller known 
in the United States who eerved seven 
years in India and was with Jameson'i! 
column from its start untilits surrender, 
but escaped capture, tells the story of 
the expedition to tlic World correspon- 
dent ; 

" Thu column started on Sunday after- 
noon. We were 001) sti-oni; ; tliorcMvero 
also 100 illaflirs, three wagons, eight 
Maxim and three Whitworth guns. We 
knew what we were going to do. It is 
all rubbish about our thinking that we 
were going to fight natives. We were 
hotly engaged on all sides with 4,000 en- 
trenched men, but had no cover our- 
selves. The wounded were dragged 
alonjr in wagons. All were in tlie ojjcn 
air, at the mercy of the Hoers. 

" It was bitterly cold. t)nr hands 
wen- lieiuuubed. The odds wen' ten to 
line airainst us. Our men were cursing 
.lolKUiiicshur",'. Ci'icH lor water went up 
on every side. The suirerin;.'s of the 
wounded were dreadlul. Not an enemy 
was in (^ii;ht, all tlie liglitin^,' was dune 
from ambush, The situation wa.s liope- 
less ; we could only stand and bo snot 
down ; the Jameson party's Hag of truce 
— an old shirt — wont up. The J^)0ers 
continued to lire foranotlier ten minutes. 
The Pretoria artillery arrived antl ojien- 
ed lire. Our Maxims could have knock- 
ed the spots out of them, but we l^ad no 
ammunition. 

•' At first, we thought the guns w ere 
the artillery of our alfles. ' Thank Uod, 
the Rand fellows at last ' was the cry 
that went up. Our hopes was short- 
lived. The firing stopped and the Boer.s 
rode upon us from every direction. 
They gave us food, for lack of which we 
were nearly dead. We counted on sup- 
port from the Rand. There was no other 
column and we realized that we bad no 
ofiiciul support. 

"The first shot fired was by the iioers 
on Tuesday night. We were twenty 
miles from Krugersdorf. It came from 
about GOO yards rang(!. \N'e rejjlied with 
the Maxims, and they cleared out, we 
fought only pulls of smoke, Tlie lioers 
were ambushed and we could not get at 
them. On Wediiesdav evening i,uoO 
Boers appeared on a riJge in ojien order, 
two thousand yards long and concealed 
Buers continued firing bom every direc- 
tion. We could not charge, but when 
the Boera vanished under the (ire of our 
guns, we followed them. We were com- 
pelled to retreat and were under a hot 
fire all night. We laggered and slept in 
the saddle, all being played out. 

" Only one chance remained, to push 
through the lioer lines at any cost and 
escape. At dawn on Thursday we were 
tired at heavily from the vilhe/e of 
Tiueter. iMy horse was shot from under 
me. Morses and men wen; fiilliiij: mi 
all sides of tiie bill where we stoi.id. l)r. 
•lameson asked if our lives would be 
spared if we surrendered. 

" ' Yes,' the Boer leader replied. ' The 
lives of the men will be spared, but not 
yours.' 

"'Never mind me,' cried Jameson, 
' surrender. ' 

" I escaped by representing myself 
as a Times correspondent; they let, me 
go. The others they took to J^hannes-

.4 CAifPAIGN FRA UD. 

We have been lately greatly surprised 
to find that there are men in Victoria, 
prcsuinahly intelligent, who still declart; 
thutthoydo not beliove tliiit Col. I'rior is 
iiniemliorof the (,'abinot. This fact imist 
give great eiiconrageinent to the Times 
and tlie unscrupulous gang that with an 
audacity that is almost unimaginable 
undertook to deceive and mislead the 
electors on this subject. Yet, when we 
come to look back, we see that we liave 
not so much reason to be surprised as wo 
at first suppcsed. 

Many men in whose intelligence and 
truthfulness numbers of the citizens of 
Victoria had perfect confidence declared 
with the utmost positiveness, and kept 
on declaring, that Col. Prior was not 
and could not be a Cabinet minister. 
The G-rit candidate himself, who was 
supposed to liave some knowledge of the 
constitution, from the lirst denied, and 
he continued to deny, that Col. Prior 
was a Cabinet minister. In his paper 
that denial was repeated day after day, 
and he himself reiterated it on 
the platform. Then, a gentleman 
occupying the high jiosition of Senator, 
to whom peojile luilurally looked for re- 
li;iblo information on such a subject, was 
among tlie louilest and the most confi- 
dent in declaring, publicly and pri" 
vately, that it was impossible for the 
Government candidate to be a Controller 
and a Cabinet Minister, Naturall.v many 
people supposed that on this subjecl a 
politician who had spent so nmch of 
his time in Ottawa as a member of Par- 
liament and as a Senator should know 
mure about the matter than men who 
had not hum favored with his privileges 
of acquiring political knowledge. Then 
we were continually hearing of this law- 
yer an,! that lawyer who was prepared 
to stake hi;; professional rejjutation that 
C!ol. Prior, un<ler the cirrnmstances, i;oiild 
not be a nicmljer of the Cabinet . .Men 
of their profession ('.\|)ressing themselves 
so confidently on the matter, it is no 
wonder that the rank and file of the 
electioneering orators took the same 
ground and repeated what those wliom 
they lookeil up to as their lewders had 
said about ('ol. Prior's ineligibility to 
bei-ome ;i C'iibiiii-I Minister. W'e need 
n,it say aiiytiiintr now ul Ibe i';inarils on 
the suljjeel that were daily telegraphed 
from Ottawa, one of them going so far as 
to declare that the highest authority on 
constitutional law and parliameiitaiy 
usage in the eapital of the Dmninion luid 
declareil against the eonstitutionality of 
Col. I'lioi'.- ;ippoinlment. we 
consider the means that were used 
to deceive tiie electors as to the fact 
of Col. Prior being a Cabinet Minister 
we must admit that we ought not to feel 
surprised that they were to a very great 
extent successful. 

Vet they were all wrong-— candidate, 
senator, lawyers, and stump speakers— 
wilfully or ignorantly wrong. The 
greater number of them iftliey did not 
know better ought to have known bet- 
tier. They did know or should have 
known that Col. Prior from the moment 
he had accepted Sir Mackenzie Bowell's 
offer was \ irtnally a Cabinet Mijiister. 
The denials were made eitlu^r ignorantly 
or with the deliberate intention of de- 
tteiving the electors. What were the 
terms of that offer and who made it? 
Here it is : 

OTTAWA, Dec. 14, 
Kindlv ascertain from Prior if he will 
accept a' controllership witli. a seat in 
the Cabinet. This would give British 
Columbia a voice in the Council, 

Signed, iMaci;i;n/ii-: Bowki r,. 

Till! intelligent reader of this offer 
would know at once that it was made by 
the only man in the Dominion who had 
the power to offer Ool. Prior a seat in 



the Cabinet. He .would know that it is 
the prerogative of the Premier to; chbaae 
his cblieagtieB. He would also know 

that Sir Mackenzie Bowell being an 
honest man and not a fool would not 
make such an oll'er unless he had the 
power to give what be offered, ami that 
he woukl not bo such an idiot as to sign 
his name to such a telegram unless he 
meant business. 

If, as some of the Opposition spouters 
were foolish enough to assert, that tele- 
gram was bogus, that Sir ^Mackenzie 
Bowell had not the power to ajjpoint 
Col. Prior to a seat in the Cabinet, and 
that if he had the power Col. Prior, being 
a Controller, could not occupy the seat to 
which he had Deen appointed, what 
would that imply? It would, in the 
lirst place, imply that the Premier of 
the Dominion was a shallow knave, a 
mere sharper, wlio, to gain a very doubt- 
ful political ail vantage, signtnl his name 
to an oll'er whicli, if it were accepted, he 
could not and did not intend to imple- 
ment. Of course, no man at all ac- 
quainted with the Premier's character 
for uprightness and fair and open deal- 
ing would for a moment imagine that he 
could be guilty of such an unutterably 
stupid and sucli a grossly dishonest 
trick. 

But let us assume what is manifestly 
impossible, what would be the position 
of a Minister of the Crown who was 
known to act in this fraudulent manner'.' 
The Governor-tieneral, ;is soon as it 
came to his ear that the Premier had 
clu^ated Col. I'rior and the constituency 
of Victoria by making that gentlenmn a 
bogus ofl'er of a seat in the Cabinet, 
would tell liim plainly and without a 
moment's hesitation that he was not fit 
to hold the position he occupied; that 
he was a disgrace to Canada and to the 
Goveinniont, and that lie would have 
nothing further to do with him in his 
official or in any other capacity. He 
would In his Indignation almost Uterally 
kick the Premier out of the Cabinet. 

Did Mii Templeman and the other 
Grits who refused to consider the ofTer 
of a Cabinet seat to Col. Prior by the 
Premier genuine or made in gooil faith, 
know that their refusal imi)lied all this'.' 
Were they ignorant of the fact that the 
Premier and the Premier alone had the 
))Ower to oiler Col. Prior a seat in the 
Cabinet, and that he dare nbt make sucli 
an offer unless he had the power to give 
what he offered and intended to do so? 

If the leading Grits of Victoria had 
not been either deplorably ignorant or 
disgracefull\' dislionest they would not, 
after the Premier of the iJoniinion had 
offered Col. Prior a seat in the Cabinet 
and that after the oll'er had been aceei)t- 
ed, have denied either the genuineness 
or the constitutionality of the appoint- 
ment. We maintain that all that an in- 
telligent elector and a gentleman really 
needed to be convinced of the good faith 
of the Premier in making the oll'er, 
was to be satisfied that the 
signature wa.s genuine. All the 
telegrams and assurances subsequently 
sunt were really unnecessary. The offer 
was of itseh' proof enough and assurance 
enough. We do not believe that the 
history of elections in Canada can 
show a more impuilent and iniquitous 
piece of deception than that i)raetice<i! 
upon the electors of Victoria with re- 
spect to Col, Prior's appointment to a 
seat in the Cabinet. 



AN INSIDE VIEW. 

The British tourist is the boldest and 
the most enterprising ujan of the age. 
He goes everywhere. He is not daunted 
by danger, and he is not deterred by 
privation and hardship. He takes no 
account of distance, and the variations 
of climate give him hut little thought. 
If he takes a notion to go anywhere he 
goes there without delay, and he gener- 
ally acconiplislies the purpose for which 
he undertoolv the journey. 

The Hon. H. Howard wanted to know 
the true inwardness of the rebellion in 
Cuba. TIk; climate of the island he 
knew was not healthy, and he also knew 
that it would be no easy matter to pass 
through till' Spanish lines into the 
country o('cii)iieil by the insurgents. 
How he would fare if he succeeded in 
getting among the rebels did not seem 
to give him the slightest uneasiness. So 
eager was he to get into the interior, and 
so impatient was he of delay that one 
would sup])OKe lie was bentona pleasure 
excursion instead of an entcrijrise ,jf ini- 
usiial dillicnlty and no lit tle danger. 

.■\.8 a matter of fact he found it almost 
impossible to get into communication 
with the rebels. From the moment he 
landed he was shadowed by some minion 
of the Governmer-t, and he was balked 
in every attempt he made to (.dude his 
vigihmce. .\! last, however, lilliiig his 
pockets with cigars :u:d taking no lug- 
gage with him, be wanderetl, ajiparent- 
ly aimlessly, into the country and dur- 
ing his wanderuigs fell in with a rebel 
party. He roamed from place to place 
with the insurgents and saw pretty 
much all there was to be seen. He 
speaks highly of the rebels. He ad- 
mires their courage and their 
cheerfulness under the hardships 
and privations which they are 
oliligcd to undergo. Mr. Howard does 
does not appear to have been present at 
any engagement, or if he was he says 
nothing about it. Ho speaks of the 
ability of a iiomparatively small force of 
insurgents to keen in check a large body 
of regular troojjS. He says there are 
2r),000 insurgents under arms and that 
their army would be much larger if they 



had arms to p.ut in the hands 6f the le- 
oruita.?' 

""Everywhere," he continues, " dis- 
cipline was strictly enforced, guard was 
regularly kept and orders had to he car- 
ried out to the letter. In their drill 
thf insurgents cut a most ridiculous fig- 
ure ; yet drilled they were, . however, 
and that twice a day; often as was^the 
case in Jose Maceo's camp, by '^panr^h 
drill sergeants, who, like many others, 
have been driven from the Spanish lines 
by ill usage. The cavalry were much 
better in liand than the infantry, and 
those I saw, maiiieuvred with tolerable 
ease. The men were well mounted and 
in the open country to the west they 
are accustomed to charge the Spanish 
infantry in squares, and often with suc- 
cess." 

The rank and file of the rebels in the 
East," he says in another place, " are 
black, but further West they are almost 
exclusively white, and a negro there is 
the exception. The negroes are fine 
fighting men and able to endure every 
kind of hardship ; they march thirty or 
forty miles in the day without great fa- 
tigue, and are able to go for long jieriods 
without food, indeed, starvation would 
seem to make them more eflicient, since 
it is said that Antonio Maceo prefers his 
men to fast two days before battle. A 
few oflicers are black, but usually they 
are Cutians." 

Mr. Howard jiuts bis readers on their 
;;Mard against taking for granted that 
the news about tlie successes of the 
Spanish troops is true. "The state- 
ments," he says, " of the victorious pro- 
gress of the Spaniards are false and the 
reports are absolutely unreliable. It is 
true that Spain i.i making every effort; 
ships are bought and blockade the 
coast, yet arms and ammunition are be- 
ing continualh' landed and as yet no (11- 
ibusterer has been taken. Troops are 
sent from Spain, yet no change in the 
situation takes place. At the end of 
October the Spaniards were everywhere 
prtictically istanding on the de- 
fensive; they held the towns, eer 
tain positions along the coast, autl, after 
a fashion the railroads which, usually, 
run a very short distance inland ; the 
rest of the island is Free Cuba, and is in 
the hands of the insurgents. The Span- 
iards seldom venture inland in any di- 
rection away from their base, and never 
with a force of lees than 2,000 or ;i, 000 
men ; ami even then the disorganization 
of their commissariat and the hostility 
of the country are such as to prevent 
them from keeping the Held for more 
than a few days at a time." 

.According to Mr. Howard there is no 
jirospect of the insurrection being put 
down within a measurable period. The 
rebels are in good heart and determined 
to light for the independence of Cuba to 
the bitter end. We had almost forgotten 
to say that the lion. H. Howard's very 
interesting article "Five Weeks "With 
the Cuban Insurgents " is in the Janu- 
ary number of the Contemporary Ee- 
view.

Divisional Court Refnses to Enjoin the | 
Nakusp & Slocan From Extendins the , 
Line to Sanclon. | 

Before the Chief . I ustice and .luslices 
McOreight and \\'alkem in tlie Division- 
al court yesterday, application was 
niadi; on lielialf oi the Kaslo c'i Slocan 
railwav for an injunction to jirevent the 
^'akllsp it Slocan railway from opening 
up a line from Three Forks to Sandon. 
The ground of the application was that 
the Tine therein referred to is not a 
branch, hut an extension of the main 
line, and as such the Nakusp «& Slocan 
had iKj jiower under their charter to 
build, nor had the railway committee at 
Ottawa power to grant such an enten- 
sioii. .Another ground for the applica- 
tion was that the Nakusp it Slocan hail 
niitimiile any compensation for tint right 
of way over hinds owiumI by applicants. 

The I'ljurt dismissed the af)pliratioii, 
cost to be defendants' costs in the cause 
ill any event, 'fhe court held that the 
railwav coiiiniittee of the privy coun- 
cil at (')ttawa could determine whi'llicr 
the line complained of was an extension 
or a branch. Mr. W. .1. Taylor an- 
peared for the Kaslo \ Slocan; Jlr. K. 
P. Davis, Q.C., and 11. D. Helnicken, 
(l.Giptor the Nakusp & Slocan. 

The action of John Clark, jr., v. F. B. 
Penilierton and Robt, Ward & Co., Ltd., 
was heard before Mr. Justice Drake yes- 
tiTiiay. The action was for the redemp- 
tion of the schooner I'hiterprise on the 
ground that Ward it (a>. are not owners 
ol the vessel, hut only the mortgagees in 
possession.

A TALK ON BOCKS. 

Mr. W. A. Carlyle Opens tlie Series of Lec- 
tures on Alining. 

The interest aroused by the scries of 
lectures on mining held under the aus- 
jiices of the provincial government was 
shown by the large attendance at the 
first lecture of the course delivereddaat 
night by Mr. W. A. Carlyle, M.IO., pro- 
vincial mineralogi.st. The audience was 
very , attentive and thoroughly appre- 
ciated the able manner in which the 
lecturer handled his subject, for though 
he necessarily had to deal with geolo- 
gical formations as preliminary to taking 
up ore deposits and mining generally, he 
avoided as much as ))ossible technical 
terms and made himself easily under- 
stood by [leojile who had not the advaii- 
taire of scientific knowledge. 

lion. Col. Baker, as minister ol min- 
ing, introduced Mr. Carlyle, whose scieii- 
tilic attainments and jiractical knowl- 
Ige are snflicient guarantee ol his 
capacity to give information on mining 
in an interesting and instructive man- 
ner. 

Jlr. Carlyle in opening saiil hi; in- 
tended giving a [iractical talk on "rocks," 
ind as much as possible would avoid 
using technical terms. In this he suc- 
ceeded admirably by means of a number 
of colored charts, which he hod suc- 
ceeded in drawing up in the 
short time at his disposal since 
it had been decided that the 
lectures should be given. First by means 
of a couj)le of tables he brielly iiointeil 
out the principal chemical elements of 
rocks, such as oxygen, silicon, etc., tell- 
ing shortly how they formed dili'eronl 
combinations. Next came the classifica- 
tion of rocks and an idea of how they 
were recognized Iiy their te.vture, (diemi- 
cal ingredients, etc., exiilaining their 
origin and how the igneous, sediment- 
ary and metamorphic rocks were 
formed. Coining next to rock 
masses, he showed by a number 
of diagrams how the pressure by the 
oceans on the continents bent and 
crumpled up the various strata and ac- 
counted for the manner in which they 
were changed and twisted. In conclu- 
sion, he remarked that having now 
jiaved the way he would in his succeed- 
ing lectures ireat of ore deposits and 
hoiied also in his last lecture to tell 
something about jirospecting, the value 
of assays and the ojiening up of mining 
jiroperties. 

A vote of thanks was tendered Mr. 
Carlyle at the conclusion of his lecture. 

To-morrow evening at the board ol 
trade rooms Mr. Herbert Cariiiicliael 
will give his lir.st lecture on Chemistry, 
a subject inseparable from the study of 
mining and of wonderful interest. Mr. 
Carinichael is well qualified to lecture 
on chemistry and will illustrate his sub- 
ject by experiments.

" Does any alderman desire to have 
the iniiuitea read," was the hriel and 
ImsinesK-like inaugural address of His 
Worship when the newly elected alder- 
men had taken their places. Such a de- 
sire having been expressed the Clerk 
proceeded with the reading. 

The Mayor then announced that in 
aciftrdance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 21 of the municipal act, 1892, heap- 
pointed the following members of the 
council to be standing committees for 
the purposes mentioned :

Referred to 
finance committee. 

MrVBeaumont Boggs asked attention 
to a 'drain on the Burnside road.

A report from the finance committee 
recommending payments for election ex- 
penses was adopted. The cost thus 
stiown of the election of mayor and al- 
dermen was ifUTI.uO. 

Anotlier report authorizing tlie pay- 
ment out of tiie waterworks loan bv-law 
of $1,350 for lay, acres of land at $100 an 
acre, was adopted.

Sealers Set Sail for Sea -A Derelict 
Beported UfT the Straits 
of Fnca. 



Pour TowNSKNi), .Tan. 20. — (Special) — 
The decision of the board of inciuiry 
convened b_v British Consul Kloeker to 
asccu'tain the causes which resulted in 
the loss of the ICnglish shii) Janet 
Cowan, near Carmanah Point, Decem- 
ber 31, resulted to-day in the exonera- 
tion of the oflScers and crew. It was 
also found by the board that the captain 
was sober on the night of the accident 
and tliat tliere was not a drop of liquor 
aboard. It was the unanimous opinion 
of the board that the'aocident could not 
have been|averted. That it was owing to 
the conditions of the weather the direc- 
tion of the gale, and tlie fact that 
the sbi|) was liigli out of wati'r in 
Ijallast. The decision made no reference 
to the vessel being short-handeil. The 
ship's ollicers wer(^ not censured for 
beating out in the teeth of a strong 
southeast gale after having entered the 
Straits and reaching abreast of Clallam 
bay. Tlie inquiry was thorough, and 
every essential jtoint explained to the 
full satisfactitm of the board. The ship's 
log had been lost but the mate's log an- 
swered the purposes of tlie inquiry. The 
crow will either be paid off here or sent 
to England' in another wheat ship owned 
by the same owners as the Janet Cowan. 

According to present intentions Mr. 
A. h. Russell, of Vancouver, will to-day 
pay olT the nine survivors of the lost 
sliip .lanet Cowan, who, for the past sev- 
eral days, have been in Victoria. The 
oflicial survey of the wrei;k for Lloyd's 
has not yet been made, the inspuctor not 
having been aide tn visit tlie scene of 
the disaster. 

An exchange says that the liiitisli 
liark Lorton, which arrived at .Vstoria a 
week ago yestenlay reports having 
sighted a derelict off Gray's harbor on 
the night of January 5. The forlorn 
craft was apparently a vessel of 800 tons 
register. She was painted black and 
her masts and deck houses were gone, 
but her free board was intact. She was 
taken to lie an American vessel, but 
there was iiolhinir in the wreckage (and 
there was considerable j annind about 
her Id idiMitify her further.

Havan.v, Jan. 20.— General Martinez 
Campos was accorded a splendid fare- 
well deiuonstratiori tipon the occasion of 
his dejjartnre from Havana for Spain. 
Mis iialacu was tilled with a throng of 
difjnitaries, including members of the 
civil corporation, officers of the army 
and of the volunteers, and the political 
friends of the retiring Governor-General. 
At three o'clock he proceeded to the 
wharf, surrounded by a vast crowd 
which filed through 01)isj)0, Barrantillo 
and Oreilly streets. The troojjs formed 
an escort and the Spanish national 
hymn was taken up by the multitude, 
who varied with acclamation for Cam pos. 

The General went on board a yacht 
which took hltn to the Spanish warship 
Alfonzo Doee» hnng in the harbor. Gen. 
Marin and the five members of his family 
were on one of the yachts which escorted 
the Alfonzo Docu down the harbor. 
There was (piite a high sea on, which 
however, did not detract from the 
warmth of the ovation. The whail was 
black with peo])lc as the war vessel 
floated past and all shouted vivas for 
Camuos. Tliu (.ieneral'.s son.s, hisaides, 
chief of staff and Cicn. Arderius, his 
brother-in-liiw, and second in command, 
accom])aiiied him. 

A baitle of importance is rejiorted to 
have occurred at Fairones, only live 
miles south of Pinar del Rio. The 
column of troops commanded by Major 
Sanchez, numbering 3G0, was attacked 
by 2,000 insurgents under Maceo. 
Lieut.-Col. San Martin at the head of 
800 came to the assistance of Major 
Sanchez and a fierce combat was pre- 
cipitated. Theoflicial account says that 
the insuri^imts were forctnl to retreat, 
leaviu',' thirty killed behind ami carry- 
ing offrJOl) wounded. Among the latter 
is alleged to have been the leader Her- 
mudez. 

It is known that Maximo Gomez and 
his force were this afternoon at .San 
Jose de Las Lajas, about the centre of 
Havana province. It is thus evident 
that he has made another of his char- 
acteristic countermarches. This is said 
to have been made in consequence of 
the engagement yesterday morning be- 
tween Ool. Molina and the bands of 
Nunez and others. Antonio tiueziul, 
roayor of Havana, has been dismissed . 

New York, Jan. 20. — A special from 
Havana to the World says': General 
Martinez de Cimpos, after surrendering 
the supreme command in Cuba to Gen- 
eral !iiarin, made the followilig indig- 
nant statement to the AVorld corres- 
pondent. The pre.«s censor forbids its 
transmission by cable, so I send it by 
messenger to Key West: "I speak 
because I am now a private citizen, 
not'governor-general. I3e it known I 
have not resigned. The government 
has removed me and has done well. 1 
feel great resentment at the conduct of 
the political parties in Cuba ; nations 
exercise their sovereignty in various 
ways, but the head should always rule. 
The principle of authority should rise 
superior to all others. I have been op- 
posed because, while I nuiy break, yet 1 
never bend. I have prevented a rei)eti- 
t ion of the sad scenes of the last war. 
This has been distasteful to the mob. 

"The situation is this: Here is a 
province far from the mother country, 
will re the political parties, by the at- 
titude they are taking, think to shape 
the policy of .Spain. If they had not 
this idea, I could speedily show what 
the necessities of the situation are, but 
they knew they would find me in the 
way if they should, jisk me to shoot 17 
stndentai (An allusion to the massacre 
o? students in the last war. ) And be- 
cause of this knowledge, they conspire 
behind my back. Yes, this jnstillea the 
truth of the saying that Spain has lost 
the Americas because of the Spaniards 
themselves. This is a country of shop- 
keepers who want to govern ; it is they 
who are sweeping the country to ruin: 
time will tell if this be not so." 

Madrid, Jan. 20, — The Conservative 
organ at Havana proteeig against the 
assertion of Marshal Martinez de Cam- 
pos that he is the victim of political in- 
trigue, and insists that his recall i.s due 
to bi.H failure as a general, and not 'o 
political pressure. Keinforcements of 
sixteen battalions of troops,. under Gen- 
erals IJarges and Ahumada, will be sent 
to Cuba sliortly.

Wabuinqton, Jan. 20.— Two opposing 
phases of the Monroe doctrine w'ere pre- 
sented in the senate to-day, one from the 
committee on foreign relations favoring 
a strong re-aflinnation of the doctrine, 
and another from Mr. Sewell, of New 
.lersey, urging that the <loctrine had 
been carried so far beyond its scope as to 
threaten dangerous consequences. Mr. 
Sewell's speech attracted attention from 
the fact that it is the utterance of oppo- 
sition to the i)rovailing tendency in con- 
gress on the doctrine, and, moreover, 
the New Jersey senator used direct lan- 
guatre in criticising the haste of the I're- 
sident in preeipitatiiig a question which 
involved tlie possibilities of war. 

AtJIr. Davis' request the resolution 
went to the senate calendar. 

Mr. (Jray (Dem., Delaware) stated 
that he deairetl it understootl that the 
favoralile report was not unanimous. 

^Mr. Sewell (Rep., New Jersey) then 
addressed the senate on his resolution, 
reciting that President Cleveland had 
extended the Monroe doctrine beyond 
its proper scope, and enunciating the 
l)rinciple that the doctrine was for the 
interest of the United States and was 
not an obligation to aid and protect 
South American republics. The resolu- 
tion recites that the I'rcsident's course 
was prenuiture and that the Monroe 
doctrine docs not commit the United 
Stated to a protectorate of South Ameri- 
can countries. Mr. Sewell said the Pre- 
sident's Venezuelan message presented 
questions of most seiioua importance. 
Iteading from the message, he declared 
that the President clearly desired to 
present the contingency of war. 
Throughout the message and the letters 
of the Secretary of State the determina- 
tion was clear to make this construction 
of the doctiine absolutely final and con- 
clusive without reference to results. 
The senator then quoted from resolu- 
tions of congress in 1825 and speeches 
by Mr. Webstiu-, showing the exact pur- 
poses and original scope of the Monroe 
doctrine. In ISdIi, Senator Clayton, of 
Delawiiro, pointed out in the 
Senate that the doctrine of 
Monroe was not addressed to foreign 
nations, but was a mere recommenda- 
tion to congress, wiiich congress declined 
at that time and had ever since declined 
to accept. The congress sitting at the 
time of the Monroe message strongly o])- 
posed the doctrine. Henry Clay oiiered 
a modified reselution, but it could not 
pass. Lewis Cass referred to the doc- 
trine as a dead letter. Mr. Sewell gave 
the position of John Quincy AdamSj 
.lackson, Vandburen and other States- 
men on the doctrine, showing their con- 
stant and successful opposition to it. 

Taking up the Venezuelan question, 
Mr. Sewell j)ointu(l out that the Presi- 
dent's i)Osilion involved the most ex- 
treme and dangerous application of the 
doctrine thus far made. It was not 
based on the interests of the United 
States, but on the force exerted by a 
strong power against a weak one in 
South America. It clearly led to the 
assumntion of a protectorate by the 
United States over Mexico and South 
American countries. It involved the 
necessity of preparing ourselves with 
arms and ammunition to execute the 
duties and obligations of such a 
protectorate, VonC-zuela has been in 
a sea of constant turmoil and 
revolution for twenty-live years, said 
Mr. Sewell. These people of the South- 
ern republics ,vere subject to interna- 
tional discord ;ind revolution. It be- 
lio(5ved the United States to pause and 
consider well the extent of an obliEation 
which mad(^ us the guardian of these 
turbulent countries ; that they would 
give oU'ence to foreign countries was un- 
doubted. Mr. Sewell said that he felt

the circumstances of the moment had 
led to an extreme assertion of our posi- 
tion which would entail serious results 
if carried outi by; congress. Thotii'-t 
ebullitions of popular excitement and 
t^ie desire of some persons to indulge m 
clieap utterances based on supposed 
patriotism were not the best basis for 
intelligent and serious action. 

In conclusion, Mr. Sewell said; "I 
can but think that a matter which has 
been slnmbering so many years in a 
state of diplomatic repose, might have 
been delayed a few months longer. It 
seems hardly wise, just at this time, to 
have thrown into the political aremi this 
further cause for disorder and disturb- 
ance. A zealous upholding of the 
luition's honor on the part of the ex- 
ecutive is to be commended; but we 
have a right to expect that dis('retion 
and good judgment will be exercised in 
bringing to a culmination an issue so 
grave and serious as that now pre- 
sented. It appears to mo that in this 
respect the action of the executive has 
been alike unreasonable and premature. 
The country is in a state of recovery or 
convalescence from the iinaucial malady 
of 1893. In this view it apfiears to me 
that the action of the executive has been 
most unreasonable." 

At the close of Mr, Sewell's speech, 
Mr. Danie (Dem. Va.,) gave notice that 
Jie would address the senate on the sub- 
ject on Thursday. Mr. Walcott (I'ep., 
Colo.,) had previously given notice thi|^ 
he would speak on Mr. SewelPs resolu- 
tion on Wednesday. 

PACIFIC CABLE CONFEKENCI']. 

Uiiportant Convention at Sydney Resolves 
That AU the Colonies Shan Contribute 
Equally to the Scbenie. 

Sydney, N.S.W., Jan. 20.— A' confer- 
ence of postmasters-general from Sydney, 
Melbourne, Brisbane and Adelaide, the 
latter representing also West Australia 
and Tasmania, with Sir W. C. Reeves, 
the new auent general in London for 
New Zealand, took jilace here on Friday 
and Saturday and adopted resolutions 
that Saul Samuel and Duncan Gillies 
should be nominated to represent Aus- 
tralia on the Paeilic cable commission 
in London, and that they be requested 
to consult the agent general on all im- 
portant points. Their decisions are to 
be subject to the approval of the colonial 
government. 

The conference also resolved that the 
cable should be owned jointly by the 
various governments interested, and 
that the landing places should be solely 
on territory controlled by Cireat Britain, 
the cost of the construction and main- 
tenance to be borne by Great J'ritain, 
Canaila and Australia in the ])roportion 
of one-third each. The route from Fiji 
to Australia is to be to Norfolk island, 
the. ice to the nearest convenient landing 
j)lace in North New Zealand and More- 
ton bay. 

It was further resolved that it was 
highly desirable that South Australia 
should join in the scheme. Responding 
to an invitation of the conference, Dr. 
Cockburn submitted an offer on behalf 
of South A ustralia that she was willing 
to co-operate, provided a guarantee, 
either from the contributing colonies or 
from them jointly, with tne Imjierial 
government, be given that lier financial 
basis as regards the Port Darwin line 
sliotild be maintained on the basis of the 
average for the last live years. The con- 
ference resolved in favor of all the col- 
onies contributing eiiually to this 
scheme. 

Mui.nofitNi:, Jan. "20 — Sir W. C. 
Reeves and Dr. Cockburn protested 
strongly against ecpuil payments by the 
colonies, and declined to vote on the 
(|ue6tion, because they desired that the 
contributions should be on a population 
basis.

Laurier's Followers Will, it is Said, Vote 
Against Remedial Legislation. 

Toronto, Jan. 20.— The World's Mon- 
treal correspondent says: "A.lthough 
there may be one or at most two defec- 
tions from the French Liberal ranks, it 
is generally understocKl in jiolitical cir- 
cles here that the great body of Mr. 
Laurier's supporters from the province 
of Quebec will vote airainst the renie<lial 
legislation proposed by the government. 
It is said in fact that noses have been 
counted and that almost all of the 
French Rouges have decided to support 
the party policy of investigation."
